ORNITHOLESTES 


Ornitholestes’ forelimbs had three long fin- 
gers armd with sharp, big claws, ideal for 
seizing and tearing its catch. 
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Side by side with the giant flesh-eating 
dinosaurs were smaller reptilian hunters. 
One such dinosaur was the ornitholestes. A 
contemporary of the great allosaurus, this 
dinosaur was only about six feet long. It had 
hollow bones and weighed remarkably little. 
Racing about on its hind feet, ornitholestes 
was a fleet attacker, and its sinuous neck 
allowed it to turn its head quickly as it 
. searched for prey. Small, sharp teeth lined 
its jaws and were well suited for slicing flesh. 


Ornitholestes may have had a need to eat 
continually, and its light, swift body marked 
it as a successful hunter. 
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Like the Early Birds, these 
satellites will hang thousands 
of miles above the earth. They 
will be sent up in 1968. Each 
one can bounce 1200 telephone 
calls — and four television 
channels — from one side of the 
earth to the other all at the 
same time. They rotate with the 
earth and always remain above 
the same spot on the earth.
